The ADO 
group explained that a community 
needs more than the traditional 
Chamber of Commerce if it expects 
to be successful in recruiting and/or 
expanding its industrial base. They 
explained the importance of being 
focused on economic development 
all day, every day. 

Elba Mayor James Grimes 
endorsed the idea and has guided 
the formation of Elba Development 
Corporation from the beginning. He 
has pledged to work closely with 
the new group and its executive 
director to ensure any potential 
industry gets the answers to ques- 
tions directed to the City of Elba. 

Funded by public grants and pri-

vate donations, the organization is 
dedicated to full time development 
and expansion of the employment 
base in Elba through nationwide 
exposure to new and expanding 
industry. The group will work to 
help fill the ever growing needs of 
existing industry and seek out new 
industry and assist them with their 
needs. The director will work to 
ensure that Elba is known to the 
new industry decision makers 
throughout the world. The develop- 
ment corporation is managed by a 


board of directors, elected from 
those who are funding the project. 
Chaney will report directly to this 
group. 

Chaney comes to Elba from Gulf 
Shores, Alabama where he recently 
sold his interest in a real estate 
development firm. His duties there 
included development site selection 
and preparation, construction and 
budget management, contract nego- 
tiations and directing of field opera- 
tions. 

Prior to moving to Gulf Shores, 
Chaney worked as Associate 
Director of Development at 
Huntington College in 
Montgomery, AL. He has also been 
a District Boy Scout Executive in 
Mobile and for ten years owned and 
operated a real estate agency in 
Monroeville, AL. 

His education includes a BS 
degree in Recreation Administration 
from Dartmouth College and a MA 
in Educational Administration and 
Planning from the University of 
Alabama. 

Mr. Chaney is a veteran of the U, 
S. Marine Corps. He is married and 
the father of two children, age 11 
and 15. The family plans to move to 
Elba at the end of the present school 
term.

Welding is the joining of two pieces of metal together by fusion. Coach 
McCrory is teaching three different ways to weld: brazing, electric arc, and 


mig. 


Brazing is joining two pieces of metal by first heating the metal with a 
torch and then using a brazing rod to provide a filler metal to bridge the 
gap. This type of welding has been around for,many years. 

Electric arc welding is using an electric arc to melt the welding rod that 
is used to bridge rhe gap between the two pieces of metal. This process was 
developed by the military to be a more sturdy way of joining pieces of 
metal than with rivets. The government kept the process a secret for many 
years, but eventually released it to the public. Electric are welding is still 
in use today, but is not the most popular form of welding. 

The MING welder is basically the same as the electric arc, but it has one 
important difference. It is fed by a spool of wire that is very time saving 
and uses bottled gas instead of the gases that are produced by individual 
Welding rods. It joins metal the same way as the electric arc does, but it is 


a more efficient way to do so

mortar mix 


Mortar mix is a substance made up of Portland cement, lime, 


and sand. It is used to join bricks together. 

To buy the required brick to complete a project. a brick layer needs to 
know that it takes 7 bricks to make one square foot. The next step is to fig 
ure out how many square feet there is in the project. However, it is a good 
idea to order a few extra bricks than is actually necessary for the project. A 
brick could break or there could have been some errors in the mathemati- 


cal computations, 


The price of brick begins at $100 per 1000 brick. Mortar mix is $2.50 
for a sixty pound bag, and it takes one bag of mortar mix to connect approx- 


imately 30 briciks.

Brantley dumps ‘Devils 27:

Wow! What a ball game!! 


But then what would you expect 
in the Class 1A semifinals? 

The Brantley Bulldogs traveled to 
Notasulga Friday night and were 
involved in a classic struggle with 
the undefeated Notasulga Blue 
Devils. With a trip to the State Finals 
at stake, the Bulldogs controlled the 
scoreboard for most of the game and 
then held on at the end to post a 
thrilling 27-26 win. 

Zack Burnett took the opening 
kickoff and returned the ball 68 
yards to set Brantley up at the Blue 
Devil 18-yardline. Three running 
plays netted only five yards, howey- 
er, and on fourth down Gregory 
Daniels boomed a 30-yard field-goal 
through the uprights to give the 
Bulldogs a 3-0 lead with 9:49 left in 
the first quarter. 

Notasulga bounced right back 
with a scoring drive of its own to 
grab the early lead from the 
Bulldogs.

MDI awarded Elba’s garbage pick- 
up contract at half the present cost 


Elba city officials were unable to 
contain their delight last week while 
opening bids on a new garbage 
pick-up contract. The present con- 
tractor had given notice of cancel- 
ing the existing contract, effective 
December 31st, 1998, because they 
were losing money on the garbage 
pick-up under the existing contract. 

City officials were looking at the 
numbers and knew the city could 
absorb no more cost without 
increasing fees to the people of 
Elba. As an alternative they were 
looking at the possibility of buying 
trucks, hiring workers and getting 
back into the garbage pick-up busi- 
ness, after almost 15 years of con- 
tracting for the service. 

However, with three bidders 
vying for the work, the low bid, 
rather than being higher than the 
existing contract, was almost half 
what the city is currently paying. 

The present bid price is about 
$201,500 per year,council members 
were told. That is with Waste 
Management of Dothan, the firm 
which canceled because they are 
reportedly are losing money at pre- 
sen prices. 

Mark Dunning Industries, Inc., 


also of Dothan, bid $103,896 and 
was approved as the garbage pick- 
up contractor of record, effective 
January |, 1999, 

Other bidders included Arrow 
Disposal Service of Abbeville, AL, 
with a bid of $177,000 and Waste 
Management, who bid a whopping 
$456,000. 

A special meeting was held on 
Thursday, December 3rd, to 
approve the contract because the 
successful bidder wanted a signed 
contract before ordering all the nec 
essary containers. 

Elba Mayor James Grimes said 
the firm will be in Elba picking up 
garbage five days a week and this 
will be better for the city than the 
four day schedule the existing con- 
tractor Was using to service Elba. 
The mayor also said this lower price 
will help balance the cost of picking 
up the garbage and trash with the 
income from homeowners and com 
mercial accounts. 

The contract begins on January 
Ist, 1999 and expires on December 
31st, 2001. The new contractor will 
replace all garbage containers with- 
in the new few days. 


INSIDE 
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had been received and was almost 
ready to be placed in service 

Mayor Britt Lee noted that the 
new car was finahced with a local 
bank in lieu of Ford Motor Credit at 
a savings of $400 (over a two-year 
period) to the town 

Getting back to routine business 
matters, the mayor told council 
members that the town had obtained 
insurance to cover any vehicle 
impounded by the city. The 
increased cost of the town’s annual 
insurance premium was $300.00 for 
$10,000 coverage 

The council passed and signed a 
resolution to the effect that the town 
would adhere to all the rules and 
regulations required by the state in 
order to obtain a $100,000.00 grant 
for street repair. 

Mayor Lee told council members 
that it would be necessary for the 
town (mayor & council) to sign a 
contract with the Enterprise 
Chamber of Commerce. This 1s 
required to make it legal for the 
town to pay the membership dues to 
the Chamber. The contractual agree- 
ment will contain clarification as to 
what services the Chamber will pro 
vide the town in exchange for its 
$150 annual dues. 

City Clerk Annette Williams 
informed the council that the town 
had contracted with Snowhill of 
Dothan to provide Internet services 
to the town. The town had had prob 
lems with the previous carrier. She 
noted that there was a slight increase 
($2.00) in the new service 

Council members were told by 
Mayor Lee that S & C Paving was to 
start on the repair of Byrd Mill Road 
this week prov iding the weather was 
good. 

New Brockton Fireman Gibby 
McCormick addressed the council 
concerning the need for a new 
pumper for the department.

Alberta Martin involved in centennial commemoration 
of the dedication of the Confederate Monument

Daughters of the Confederacy 

On April 29, 1886 the corner 
stone was laid in Montgomery, for a 
beautiful monument memorializing 
the gallant Confederate soldiers of 
Alabama - - a project that had taken 
years and long hours of work by the 
mothers, wives and daughters of 
Confederate veterans, to accom- 
plish. 

On December 7, 1898, the monu- 
ment had been erected and a dedica- 
tion date was set. Dignitaries from 
across the state came to participate 
in this much needed reminder of the 
sacrifices of the war and the toll it 
took on the South 

On December 5, 1998, one hun 
dred years after the first dedication, 
between 2,500 and 3,000. people, 
from across the state of Alabama 
Georgia, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
met in Montgomery to commemo 
rate the dedication of that monu 
ment. The festivities began at nine 
am, with a parade down Dexter 
Avenue. The Stars and Bars and vat 
ious other Confederate flags waved 
from both sides of the parade route 

In the lead carriage was 

Alabauma’s own Mrs. Alberta 
Martin, the last Confederate widow, 
of Elba, Alabarna. Riding in the car 
riage with her were Dr, Virginia 
Kobler, Alabama Division President 
of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, Mrs. John L. King, 
President of the Ladies Memorial 
Association, and Mrs. John H 
Napier, Ill, Regent ot the White 
Jouse Association of Alabama, The 
second carriage carried — the 
Jonorable Emory. M. Folmar, 
Mayor of Montgomery and city 
ifficials 

Behind the mayor came the reac- 
ors, a Confederate Calvary carrying 
he Stars and Bars, the Alabama 
‘lag and the Battle Flag, lead by 

‘ol, Rambo. A school band fol 
owed playing a variety of Southern

tunes. They received a rousing 
cheer at their rendition of “Dixie,” 
and many broke into song to accom- 
pany them as they passed. 

Others participating in the parade 
were the Sons of Confederaté 
Veterans, the Order of the 
Confederate Rose, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and 
the Children of the Confederacy 
fhe parade ended at the Capital 
Building as Col. Rambo posted the 
colors and took position at the mon- 
ument for the dedication cere- 
monies 

rhe ceremony was opened with a 
medley of Confederate music by the 
5th Alabama Regimental Band, The 
Honorable Emory M._ Folmar, 
Mayor of Montgomery, gave the 
welcome and a lone bugler called 
for the extinguishing of the lights as 
the Battle Flag was lowered to half 
staff, Speakers in the opening pro 
gram were Mrs, John H, Napier Il, 
Miss Elizabeth Brown, followed by 
the posting of the colors, Mr 
George W. Gayle, Commander of 
the Cradle of the Confederacy 
Camp, SCY, introduced the repre 
sentatives of Goy. James and Goy, 
Elect Siegleman. Following the 
keynote speaker, Dr. George Calvin 
Rable, Dr. H. Rondel Rumberg, 
Chaplain Alabama Division SCV, 


offered the benediction. 

Mrs. Alberta Martin was recog- 
nized and placed the wreath at the 
monument in memory of all the 
Alabama men who served during 
the War Between the States. 

A Cannon and Rifle Salute was 
the grand finale and the Sth 
Alabama Regimental Band played 
“Dixie” as the Battle Flag was 
raised. The band remained after the 
ceremony and played several songs 
of the South, 

A reception, in honor of Mrs 
Alberta Martin, was held at the 
White House of the Confederacy. 
Two beautifully decorated tables 
graced the front porch of this grand 
old house that once was the home of 
President Jefferson Davis aad iis 
family. A Confederate birthday cake 
marked Mrs. Martin's 92nd bith 
day, December 4. Many attznded, 
bringing birthday greetings and 
wishing her well. She signed auto 
graphs, had pictures made and 
talked about her many experiences 
She is truly a grand Southern lady 
and it was an honor to have met het 

This concluded the day’s events, 
one of remembrance, gratitude and 
pride for our gallant Confederate 
ancestors and the Southern women 
who supported them.
